The work of the Central Intelligence Agency in this general field 
relates exclusively to what 4s being done sbrond. Within the United States 
the chief agency that deala with this problem is, of course, the Far.

We are 
fortunate to have in the Federal Bureau of Tnveatigation Hr. J. dger Hoover 
with his great experience and high techuteal skill.

ig result, this probles of Commniat subversion is an evan more dengeroan 
threat to fraedom in many of the free countries of the world outside of 
the United States than it is here at hone, 
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There are vogent reasons for this. Many of the countries of the Free 
World and some of those which slipped behing the fron Curtain, suffered 
mare grievously then we from the to world vars which we have faced in the 
Jast 30 yeara. Many were devastated by boubing attacks. Sone suffered 
aneay oocupatione. Others in tara hel their scotal structure and their 
econonie Life weakened and inperiled. Take China, for example. In World 
War IT China did not have merely five years oF wars Tt was at war for 
slnost 10 years before the Araistice of 1945. That 49 one resson why so

Finally in nay of the free countries of the world, partioulerly in 
Rurope and in pacts of Asia, there sre well-crgenized Communist Parties. 
These parties take a very active part in the political life of the country.’ 
They are recognized and privileged and yot are dedicated to installing & 
syaten in which political parties cease to exist. A herd core of woll~ 
; Eo ; fanaticnl Commniats direst the activities of these Communist parties. 
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eicacgsiee that in these pe Parties, partieularly in Ttely 
and France, there are many people who would be shocked if they were told 
that the party to which they belonged was run from Moscow and in the 
Snterest of a foreign creed. Nevertheless this ix the fact. 

These Gonmnist Parties oppose every constructive masure that is 
introduced, porticularly laws vhich would build up the economia and political 
Mfe of the country. They axe working for chsos out of which revolution 
way Come, In the French Parliament, over the past seven or eight years 
since the liberation, there have been on average of wall, over 1060 Coumnists 
out of sbout 600 deputies.

The World Federation of Trade Unions, the Werkd Fadaretion of  Demeratie > 
Youth, the International Union of Students, the International Qrgenisation 
of Journsliete, the International Federation of Resistance Fighters, the 
International. Association of Demcoratic Lawyara, the World Pesce Council, 
and the Woeenta International Bemccratie Federation, These are only a fews. 
These ere soma of the most important... 
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Let ua toke firat of all the orld Federation of Trade Unions. 

Its beadyuarters ara in the Soviet sector of Vienna, It has offices 
in Peiping, in Latin Amerioa, and in Africa as well as in Western. Eavepe. 
Ft still controls the COT, most powerful in France, and the COIL, most 
powerful in Ttaly, as well a3 my ether unions in countries as far distant 
as Indonesia, for exanpis. 

The two unions I mentioned im France and Italy are the largest trade 

Unions in these respective countries, and they tend te douinate the Life 
of the workers in many plants in these countries. Tmy are @ forsidable 
tires to the freedom and the developaent of the free trade union novmonte 
in both France and Italy. 

The Communist Vorld Federation of Trade Unions claims a total mosber- 
ship of some 76 miltton. Those figares are siways exaggerated hy then. 
One-half of the menbership, tiny slain, 2ies extaide the Tren Ourtain dis 
persed through som 57 countries of the non-Commnist world. In many 
sounteies they control the most important of the trade unions. Of course 
behind the "Curtain there are no free trade untons whatever. 

Now here is another of these Camunist:fronte, the World Pesce Council. 
You will revali. the so-called Stonkholm posce appan) which was signed by 
neve than 2 million Auerieane. Tate sopenl tte crgeetoed and Sented by 

Ss the Comantst World Peace Counoil of Moscow. 

Here are sone of the seemingly innocent chjectives of the Warld Peace 

Council as stated at ite lant meeting in Vienna in Decesber of 1952, It 
voted to acquaint the churches throughout the world with ite stend on dise 
armament and ta seek their approval... It proposed te develop contact with 
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movenonte in favor of neutrality in different countries and to find woyd of 
cooperating with pacifist movementss and finally 1% agread on the importance 
ef enlisting the support of astional independence movements and patriotic 
sentimente in countries such as Egypt. 

Bow this oll sounds innocent. enough. It deceives a large musber of 
| Rood citizens even in this country. Yet this Council, 19 nothing but a 


Communist plot, spearheaded from Moscow, @ pert of a aysten dedioated to aime. 


which are dlenetrically oppesed to the purposes they advertiee. In fact the 
World Peaoe Council is an instrument to pave the way for aSermeat ya Werewin 
Korea, Indo-China, and. elsewhere, 
Now all. of these activities cost money. It is entinated that the Lest 
meeting of the World Peace Council in Vienna, slone, cost about a half a 
million dollere. It is vathor interesting that the funds for the support of 
| this Congress were dram from the “Soviet Military Bank" in Vienna. “In fact, 


oe 


all of these front organizations are financed with funds from Moscow or funds noe 


that. are obtained from affiliated Communiat vaceiantions in ether parts of 
the Soviet World. 

Wp estinate, and this shows the weight they put on these orgentaations, 
that the average atmual, expenditure of international Communiam on all of 
| their front organtaations and their ‘veirtous affiliated activitien runs an 
the neighborhood ef 2 billion dollars. They appreciate the valus of these. 


wropagandist movenaats and organisations, and they are willing to pay dearly 


for then. 
‘International, Communion particularly appreciates the iapareanaes of 


working with the youth, and for this purpose they have two important. organisa= 


tiong-=the International Union of Students and the World Federation of 
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_ Bemocratic Youth. These include millions of members from 71 countries-= 


they claim soma 60 millions. They have frequent rallies, the most isportant 
of which took place in Berlin in August of 1951. It vas a colossal affair, 
labeled "4 Youth Festivel for Peace." Over « million German youths were 
transported to Berlin at the expense of their Conmuniat patrons. In addition 


25,000 foreign youths were brought to Berlin from all corners of the world, 


Of sourse, the entire bill was footed by the Communiat govermments of Eastera 


Europe and the Soviet Union. ‘The cost ran into the millions of dollare. 


Fortunately for us thas Berlin Rally had some unplessent kickbacks for the 
Communist side. Alnost » million of the Communist youths visited the Free 
Western Sector of Perlin. Probably they went there to jeer but they stayed 
to wonder. Many of them wanted to etsy permanently. ‘Thay there saw the 
aights of the free clty of Weatern Berlin. 

One of the most iupressive eights they saw was the American High 
Commiastoner himself, John J, MoGloy. He invited representatives of these a 
youths to vielt his office, sought and freely anewered their questions esndidly i 
and fully. Words of this extraordinary scone apread through the antire Youth 
Festival and was an inpressive contrast to Communit techniques of pewvanting 
a« free dtuqussion anong the youths at thet own rally. 

Another front organisation that I mentioned before is the Tuhernathone | 
Aenoclation of Democratic Lawyers. This is one of the few organteations whleh . 


| hae ts headquarters cutside the Zron Curtain and has found fellow travélers in 


England and France respectively to act ag the President and Vios-Fresident ae 
of the organisation, This Lawyara association, I regret to nay, boing a lawyer, 
has been used by the Communists to front for their felee charges of bacterio~ 
logical warfare in the Korean Wer and helped stage the phoney investigation 
which waa made of these now wholly discredited cherges. 
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Haturally the Soviet have not overlooked the vast importance of . 
women's organizations in the field of propaganda. Here they have organized 
the Women's International Democratic Federation. Its charter is a broad one. 
Ts pretends to stand for the eradication of Fascleny collaboration for 
peaces defense of the political, economic, legal, and social rights of womeny 
the safeguarding of public health with particular reference te childrens and 
the preservation of social conditions suitable to the physical, moral, and 
intellectual development of the young, 

Tn all its history, however, this particular "front* has never deviated in 
any respect from the Communist line, At its meeting in Vienna in 4pril of 
1952 1% came out strongly against Cperican warmongers," Ite monthly bulletin, 
“Women of the World,” i largely devoted to the Communist peace campaign, 

It in cotimated that it met cost the Communists some 6 wtliion dollars 
& year to run the Women's International Federation and te send its reprasonta~ 
tion from 10 different countries to these various internationsl meetings. 

% is interesting te contrast this expenditure with the fact thet the foviet 
hae not to this date contributed « penny to the United Nations International 
Chdren's Emergency ¥und, . 

I have described only a few of the score of organiuations, which are 
auvtly working to spread the Communist doctrines. This will give you som 
idea of the methods which International Communion is exploying, the hrosd 
coverage they ara giving to their propagenda, and the trenendous financial 
and orgenisational effort they are expending to undermine the basis of 
our free sootety. 

What I have given you ts by no means an exhaustive review of the tocls 
the Cosmunists use to delude end deceive the non~Commuist world, However, 
~% = 
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this may give you an idea of their methods. Kach Situation, often sach | 
country, moana for them the employment of a new techniqua or of a specially 
adapted form of deception. 

in wy opinion the facts I have given you should not be kept secret, They 

- Should be spread abroad. Naturally the Communiate do all they can to conceal their 
connections with these front organisations. They should not be allowed to get 
away with this hoax end deception any longer. Since they get little Local. or | 
popular financial support, it ia obvious that someone with an saple pocketbook 
of governmental proportions aust serve as the *angol" to keep them going. 

Why do they do all this? lt is not just propaganda for propaganda'g 
gakey it ia the Communist mothod of reaching out to vondition and then con< 
trol the minds of those who will not buy Comuniom in the raw. 3% serves as | 
& measure to neutralise those they cenot quickly make into direct allies, 

We all want poace and the reduction of armaments, the extension of © 
benefits to the underprivileged, and an end to old-fashioned colonialion and — 
the ike. The Communists are playing the rathor unique game of denying 
these principles everyuhers in the aphere of thelr control and at the sans 
tine deluding people elsewhere into believing that they, the Communists, are 
‘the real defenders of these principles in the free countries of the world, 

| Theae techniques I have described are used ag the softening Process . 
te prepare for the day when the Communists hope to be ready for the “take-over.” 
Not so long SgO we saw it happen in Caschoslovakia. Not a shot was fired 
. but Liberty wea destroyed ovaraight. Tho softening process had prepared | 
the growid. Each Communist then wes in his appointed place, each person who 
had been neutralived by propaganda and deception kept quiet. ‘There wae no 
fight for freedom, 
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Today 4t in not the open Communist, the admitted follower of Marx 
and Lenin, who is Iikely to trip us up. It is the neutrelist, the soft 
thinkers about agrarian reformers; those who merely deary the methods, bub 
are blind to the ‘alls, of international, Conunten. 
To prepare to moet this denger we are putting our house in order here 
in the United States. We cannot decide the policy for those in other 
countries of the world. We can help to womask the Commnist danger. 
Furthermore We can give one example of a free people who are frustrating 
the Communist programs while keeping our ows freedoms here. 
To carry out our task in the CIA as fact finders and to keep our government — 
po}icy-makers advised of what the Comunists ave doing outside of the United = 
States, wa have gathered together in the Central Intelligence Agency en sble = &
